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CHAPTER  1 
INTRODUCTION 


This  document  describes  the  current  system  for  processing  leases, 
licenses,  and  permits  for  solid  minerals  other  than  coal.  Guidelines 
for  solids  other  than  coal  are  found  in  43  CFR  (Code  of  Federal 
Regulations),  section  3500. 

The  following  minerals  are  considered  leasable  as  solids  other 
than  coal : 

1.  Phosphate 

2.  Sodium 

3.  Potassium 

4.  Sulphur 

5.  Gilsonite 

6.  Hardrock  minerals  on  acquired  lands 

7.  Asphalt  in  Oklahoma 

This  document  describes  the  steps  needed  to  process  leases, 
licenses,  and  permits  for  solid  minerals  in  general,  not  for  a  specific 
commodity.  For  example,  prospecting  permits  are  discussed  for  solid 
minerals,  but  not  for  the  commodity  phosphate. 

This  document  is  organized  as  follows:  Chapter  1  -  Introduction 
explaining  the  scope  and  structure  of  the  document;  Chapter  2  -  Data 
Flow  Diagrams  (DFDs)  illustrating  the  current  method  of  processing  for 
the  solid  leasable  program;  Chapter  3  -  Process  List  providing  an 
alphabetical  list  of  processes  defined,  their  level,  and  the  page 
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references  for  each  process  in  the  DFDs  and  the  input/process/output 
narratives  for  processes  at  a  primitive  level;  Chapter  4  - 
Input/Process/Output  Narratives  (IPO)  describing  each  process  primitive 
in  detail  including  definitions  of  steps  taken  or  decisions  made;  and 
Chapter  5  -  Data  Dictionary  and  Cross  Reference  List  defining  all  data 
flows  appearing  on  the  DFDs. 
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CHAPTER  2 
DATA  FLOW  DIAGRAMS 


The  current  program  solids  other  than  coal  is  presented  here  as  a  series  of 
data  flow  diagrams  that  show  the  sources  and  destinations  of  data, 
identify  and  name  processes,  identify  and  name  data  that  connect 
sources  and  destinations  of  data,  and  describe  data  stores  that  are 
accessed.  Each  function  may  be  broken  down  into  a  more  detailed  flow 
diagram.  The  hierarchical  structure  of  each  process  is  identified  by 
decimalized  identifiers. 

When  it  is  no  longer  useful  to  decompose  a  process,  the  process 
and  its  logic  are  described  by  input/process/output  narratives.  This 
process  is  said  to  be  at  a  primitive  level. 

Standard  representations  on  the  DFDs  are: 

1.  an  ellipse  is  a  process; 

2.  a  rectangle  is  an  external  entity  (generally  outside  of  BLM 
control ); 

3.  a  set  of  brackets  is  an  internal  entity  (generally  thought  of 
as  an  off -page  connector  or  a  pointer  to  a  generic  type  of 
process); 

4.  a  line  is  a  data  flow; 

5.  arrows  at  the  ends  of  lines  indicate  the  direction  data  is 
flowing; 

6.  two  parallel  lines  are  a  data  store  (generally  representing 
logical  groupings  of  data  rather  than  individual  records  or 
data  components) .

5.  any  applicable  policies  and  procedures; 

6.  any  constraints  that  may  affect  processing;  and 

7.  the  input/process/output  narrative.

At  any  time  before  the  lease,  license,  or  permit 
is  issued,  the  applicant  can  request  that  part  or 
all  of  it  be  withdrawn.  The  land  description  is 
removed  from  the  Plats,  but  not  the  Historical 
Index,  and  the  ORCA/ALMRS  system  is  updated.

Failure  to  meet  the  terms  of  a  lease,  license,  or 
permit  results  in  the  BLM  issuing  either  a 
cancellation  or  a  termination.  Terminations 
typically  deal  with  rental  or  royalty  payment 
defaults,  while  noncompliance  with  terms  is 
grounds  for  cancellation. 

The  BLM  can  be  notified  about  a  violation  by  the 
Mineral  Management  Service  (MMS),  by  the  Surface 
Management  Agency  (SMA),  or  when  the  District  or 
Resource  Area  office  performs  a  field  inspection. 

The  BLM  usually  notifies  the  lessee  about  the 
violation  and  allows  the  lessee  30  days  to 
correct  the  problem.  If  the  lessee  does  not  make 
the  necessary  corrections,  the  BLM  cancels  or 
terminates  the  lease.

The  BLM  is  notified  about  a 
violation  by  either  WIS,  the 
Surface  Management  Agency 
(SMA),  or  by  performing  a 
field  inspection.
